Back Again 


The Cohens and Louis Pondfield are 
back at Charles Town. 

Ben and Herman Cohen and Pondfield. 
who run Pimlico, had leased the West 
Virginia race track from Mrs. Albert J. 
Boyle for each of its last 2 meetings. but 
early last month Mrs. Boyle announced 
that she had sold the track to a syndicate 
of Texans led by Clinton W. Murchison 
(The Blood-Horse of May 16. page 946). 
The price was said to be in excess of 
$5.000.000. 

On May 20 it was announced that the 
Pimlico operators had bought from the 
Texans all of the outstanding stock in 
Charles Town. Ben Cohen was elected 
president. Pondfield vice president, and 
Herman Cohen secretary-treasurer. 


Neves Recovering 


It was reported early this week that 


jockey Ralph Neves was recovering from 


severe injuries he had received in a spill 
Saturday afternoon. May 30, ai Hollywood 
Park. 

The 41-year-old Neves. one of the na- 
tion’s leading riders. was thrown when 
his mount in the third race ran upon the 
heels of another horse. Boti) Neves and 
his horse went down. The rder. though 
he was not struck by other horses, re- 
ceived a severe skull fracture. a broken 
nose. and fractures of 2 vertebrae. He was 
rushed to a hospital. where later the same 
night he underwent brain surgery.

New York. There was an air of satis- 
faction at the Brookmeade barn after 
Sword Dancer won the 66th running of 
the Metropolitan Handicap to become the 
third 3-vear-old in the last 35 years to 
beat older horses in this mile race, With 
the trophy safely stashed in the front seat 
of her car. Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane fed 
sugar to the 2 Thoroughbreds which had 
carried her roval-blue-and-white colors an 
hour earlier. There were as many lumps 
for the older Oligarchy and as there were 
for Sword Dancer. 

Memorial Day had been a good one. de- 
spite the hot, humid weather. and Sword 
Dancer was the hero. The small (15:1) 
colt had carried top weight by the scale 
and had run the mile in 1:35!5. Only 2 
previous winners. Jack High and Mid- 
afternoon. had run in better time. and 
both were older horses carrying less actual 
weight than Sword Dancer's 114 pounds. 
one over scale. 

\fter Mrs. Sloane left. Burch, passed 
out’ some more sugar while he talked 
about the race. “You know, I had to stop 
watching the race I got so excited. When 
they got to the bend [ just started rooting 
for him. and couldn't wateh. guy's 
lucky to have a horse like that the second 
year he’s training horses. Some guys don't 
get one like him in a lifetime. Wasn't he 
something today. and wasn't that some 
ride?” 

Everyone agreed. The fine. almost deli- 
cate. colt had run his best race. and he 
couldn't have had a better ride. Willie 
Shoemaker did everything just right. as 
seems to be his habit, actually making the 
tough task look easy for Sword Dancer. 
Away slowly (“Ive always told everybody 
his best races were from behind.” said 
Burch) Sword Dancer worked his) way 
through 9 horses before reeching the lead. 
Only Oligarchy had been astern of him 
after a quarter-mile. 

Shoemaker patiently urged the Sunglow 
colt to. pick up speed and. moving into 
the bend. he spotted some room between 
Tick Tock and *Mystic Hl. The hole 
widened as Shoemaker went for it, and 
he got through without incident. 

\s the field) straightened for home. 
Sword Dancer willingly went for another 
hole. between the pace-setting Jimmer and 
Another Art. and once through this gap 
the race was over. 
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The Belmont Stakes received a shot in 
the arm with Sword Dancer's impressive 
win. The mile-and-a-half race will feature 
a good “big” horse vs. a good “little” 
horse. The Preakness winner. Royal Or- 
bit. would make 2 of Sword Dancer. but 
there could be an advantage in agility. 


The Memorial Day card attracted about 
13.000 persons. and Belmont had a $4- 
million day for the first time since 19-16. 
There was little question that Sword Dan- 
cer made the difference between this and 
just any other holiday program. There is 
drama when a 3-year-old bucks his elders.

Back to Work 


The blacksmiths at the New York tracks 
are:back at work after being off a week 
recently in protest against a trainer shoe- 
ing his own horses. John W. Nizlek. who 
breeds. owns. and trains a stable in the 
area. had started doing his own farrier 
work on the track. and the members of 
Local 8. International Brotherhood — of 
Journeymen Horseshoers. protested. They 
claimed that a section of the New York 
State Rules of Racing barring them from 
training horses had a tinge of inequality 
if trainers were allowed to shoe horses. 

The rule states. “No person. shall be 
eligible for an owner's or trainer's license 
it, during the term of such license. he 
would act as a farrier or veterinarian 
with horses racing under the jurisdiction 
of the Commission.” 

The blacksmiths were aware of the rea- 
sons for the ruling. but they felt that. if 
they were to be limited to their specific 
duties. it was only fair that they have the 
exclusive rights to their trade. 

“A man can take his horse anywhere 
off the grounds and do the work. but if 
its to be done here on the grounds we 
should do it.” one of the officials of the 
group said. “All we want is ruling with 
equality on this matter.” 

Unfortunately. the 2) blacksmiths em- 
ployed by the racing association to operate 
a board showing the type shoes worn by 
each starter. chose the same time to leave 
their jobs. They wanted a 20-per cent 
pay raise because of the additional race 
this year. This muddled the true issue 
of the blacksmiths. 

After a week the situation returned to 
nermal. The two paddock blacksmiths 
went back to work without their raises. 
and the working blacksmiths agreed to a 
30-day test period during which Nizlek 
would not shoe his horses. The brother- 
hood would confer with the State Racing 
Commission about a rule concerning the 
situation.

ILLINOIS 
Business Off, Track Good 


Cuicaco. The Balmoral Jockey Club 
was having troubles. After the first 12 
days of its 30-day meeting at Washington 
Park. the attendance was down 14 per cent 
from a year ago and the mutuel handle 10 
per cent. Starting with the 13th day. 
management took somewhat drastic steps 
in an effort to bring out more customers: 
it introduced so-called twilight racing. 

Post time. except on Saturdays and holi- 
days. was moved back from 2 p.m. to 3:30 
p.m. It was planned to finish the ninth 
race by 6:45 p.m. First post for Saturdays 
and holidays was delayed 15 minutes to 2 
p.m.. but. the only holiday remaining dur- 
ing the balance of the 42-day stand at 
Washington Park (including the first 12 
days of the Arlington Park meeting) was 
July 4. 

The Balmoral announcement of the new 
post times did not mention Arlington 
Park’s 12 days at Washington Park. Pre- 
sumably. management wanted to wait and 
see what would happen at the Balmoral 
meeting. It was reported. however. there 
would be no late post time during the 55- 
day meeting at Arlington Park (24 days 
belonging to Arlington and 31 to Wash- 
ington Park). 

Balmoral. of course. lost one big day 
this year because Memorial Day fell on 
Saturday. Adding to the track’s problems 
was a lot of rainy weather. For the first 
12 days the track was fast only 3 times. 

Falling attendance and business has 
been the rule at most race tracks this 
year. During the 25-day Sportsman’s Park 
meeting. which launched the Chicago sea- 
son, attendance was down 10 per cent 
and the handle 8 per cent. 


“The Best” 
Balmoral had one thing. at least. to be 
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proud of: its new racing strip. “Its the 
best race track in America.” said trainer 
Harry Trotsek. This observer has not 
heard one dissenting voice thus far. 

After complaints about the racing strip 
last year. Balmoral officials undertook to 
do it over. On a nearby cornfield belong- 
ing to Washington Park had been found 
some soil that never seemed to become 
heavy and holding. Last summer a strip 
of Arlington Park’s dirt’ training track 
was dug up—a piece 25 feet wide and 
200 feet along the rail—and_ replaced 
by 6 inches of the new soil. Tests proved 
successful. and 200 tons of the soil were 
laid down on Washington Park’s track 
late last year, after 2 inches of cushion 
had first been replaced. Sub drains were 
installed 18 inches deep and 30 feet apart. 
from the rail to beyond the middle of the 
track. and were run into existing storm 
wers. 

The Water H. Flood Company. chemical 
engineers. analyzed the new soil and found 
it was composed of 47.3 per cent sand. 
27.2 per cent silt. and 25.5 per cent clay. 
It also contained a_ plastic ingredient. 

Despite heavy rains. the track has not 
been termed “heavy” by the official chart 
maker. It dries fast and sheds water like 
those flying porpoises you see in Florida. 
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scored a 2-length victory in the Polly 
Drummond Stakes May 30. The winner was bred by Reno B. Renfrew, who sold her at the Keeneland sales for $4,500. 


The Turf Course 


The turf course. however. has been ab- 
normally soft and slow because of the 
rains. During the first 2 weeks only 3 
races were run over it. John Zitnik’s 
Manassas won 2 events. including — the 
1,\;-mile Balmoral Turf Handicap. He 
needed 1:50%5. well off the track record 
of 1:42. 

“He didn't like the track. too soft.” 
said Zitnik, “but maybe the others didn't 
either. [I didn’t think he was going to 
win it near the end.” Manassas (120) 
got up in the final strides after a long. 
hard drive in the stretch to defeat Carlton 
H. Palmer’s Irish-bred *Tharp by a neck. 

Probably the best grass horse in Chicago 
2 seasons ago, the 6-year-old Manassas 
was stopped early last summer by a leg 
injury. “He rapped himself and the right 
fore leg filled up a bit.” Zitnik said. “So 
I rested him up at Clarence Hartwick’s 
place in Kentucky after that. I think he’s 
better than ever now.”

CALIFORNIA 
Old Pueblo's Comeback 


Los AnceLes. Early in their 3-year-old 
year. a warm rivalry blossomed between 
Silky Sullivan and Old Pueblo. In 3 en- 
counters that winter at Santa Anita Park. 
Old Pueblo enjoyed a 2-1 edge. But Silky 
had captured the big one. the Santa Anita 
Derby. and left the battleground with most 
of the honors. 

Owners J. Rukin Jelks and Atholl Me- 
Bean and trainer R. L. (Bob) Wheeler 
took their licking like good sportsmen. 
offering no alibis. even when it was discov- 
ered later that Old Pueblo was suffering 
from a liver ailment. The first infection 
probably had hit Old Pueblo at about the 
time he was manhandled by Silky. 
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While Wheeler scorned alibis. he did 
confide to friends: “If we ever meet 
Silky again, this time my colt is going to 
be in top condition.” 

Old Pueblo got his chance on Memorial 
Day when a holiday crowd of 64.266. the 
largest of the season. jammed Hollywood 
Park. The day’s feature was billed as the 


Will Rogers Stakes. but the main event. 


and everyone was aware of it. was the 
meeting between Old Pueblo Silky 
Sullivan in the $12.000 Claremore Purse. 

Although it was Old Pueblo’s first race 
in a year. the crowd made him an even- 
money favorite. chiefly because of the 6- 
furlong distance and Wheeler's talent for 
having his horses ready first time out. 

Old Pueblo went to the front immediate- 
ly. shook off a mild challenge from Father 
John. sprinted into a comfortable 4-length 
lead on the turn. and then held off a clos- 
ing bid from The Searcher to win by 
half a length in 1:09. Gold Cover was 
third. another half-length back. with Silky 
Sullivan fourth. another three-quarters of 
a length away. 

Silky. beaten only a length and three- 
quarters by a colt which is considered one 
ot the fastest sprinters ever produced in 
California. was far from disgraced. The 
defeat cost him nothing in the way of 
prestige. 

Coming out of the gate. Silky appeared 
to stumble. and he immediately dropped 
back to last place. At the three-eighths- 
pole. he was 15 lengths out of it. and then 
he began his explosive Mid-way 
around the turn. he began running over 
horses. At the top of the stretch. he was 
still 9 lengths away. but flying in’ the 
middle of the track. 

While he never looked like catching Old 
Pueblo. he did run his race. and it was a 
good one. Tom Ross. his proud co-owner. 
was pleased. “At 7 furlongs. Silky would 
have run over them.” he said. 

Jockey George Taniguchi. who rode Old 
Pueblo after Ralph Neves was seriously 
injured in a spill in an earlier race that 
afternoon. said: “I'm = sure of thing. 
Silky Sullivan will never beat this horse 
at 6 furlongs the way he is now. They 
told me to take back off Father John. but 
| couldn't hold him and had to go to the 
top down the backside.” 

Don Pierce. who rode Silky. thought he 
would have won in two or three’ more 
jumps. “Silky ran better than he did on 
opening day. but we just didn’t have 
enough real estate.” 


Winning Under Restraint 


In the Will Rogers. trainer Bill Finne- 
gan had entered Neil McCarthy's Finne- 
gan and *Ole Fols overnight. but on the 
morning of the race he decided he did not 
need his namesake after all. 

So Finnegan stayed in the barn. while 
*Ole Fols won the one-mile event from 
wire-to-wire for his second stakes triumph 
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of the season. He had accounted for the 
six-furlong Debonair earlier, and in both 
races Friar Roach. owned by H. H. Hel- 
bush. was second. 

As he had in the Debonair. Friar Roach 
made several game bids to overhaul the 
speedy *Ole Fols. 

Jockey Ismael (Milo) Valenzuela later 
said that he had taken a hold coming 
out of the gate to keep *Ole Fols from 
opening a lead of 5 lengths. and that he 
kept reaching for another purchase all the 
way down the backstretch. 

“TL tapped him once at the eighth-pole. 
as they told me to.” Valenzuela concluded. 
“and then hand-rode him to the wire.” 

*Ole Fols’ margin was two lengths. and 
be covered the mile in 1:351;. 

It was. as sharp old Bill Finnegan re- 
marked. *Ole Fols’ best race since last 
winter. when he defeated *Tomy Lee in 
the 7-furlong San Vicente Stakes at Santa 
Anita.

began galloping horses for his father at 
Roby. Ind. From 1905 to 1909 he rode at 
Lexington. Churchill! Downs. and Latonia. 
and in 1909. when weight put him out of 
the saddle. he began training. | 

From 1915 to 1934. with the exception 
of one year spent in military service. Mr. 
Jurton worked as a jockey’s valet and as 
custodian of the jockeys’ quarters at the 
major Kentucky tracks. 


Mr. Burton accepted his first assign- 
ment as racing secretary at Dade Park 
(now Ellis Park) in 1934, and for the 
next 25 years he worked in one official 
capacity or another in a dozen states. 
Until illness forced him to miss this 
-pring’s meeting at Keeneland. he was the 
only secretary the Lexington track had 
had. 

Mr. Burton is survived by his wife 
Bessie Burton, a sister, Mrs. Gertrude Ott, 
of Chicago. and a brother Julius Burton, 
who works at various tracks as a valet.

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Urban Development 


Under Control? 


Jesse J. DUKEMINIER, professor in the 
College of Law, University of Kentucky, 
speaking recently at a meeting in Lexing- 
ton of the Thoroughbred Club of America, 
analyzed the dangers in uncontrolled 
urban development of the central Blue 
Grass region and outlined several steps 
which could be taken to save horse farms 
from “spraul-type” suburban expansion. 
The major parts of his address follow. 


Not since the pioneers came across the 
mountains and cleared the land in Ken- 
tucky’s Blue Grass has there been a 
change in landscape so drastic as that 
taking place there today. Lexington. the 
urban heart of the Blue Grass country. 
has exploded. It has scattered itself over 
the countryside with sprawling subdivi- 
sions here. a shopping center there. and 
a large new industrial park on beyond. 
Bits and pieces of the urban set-up have 
even landed on the horse farms. 

What has happened to Lexington has 
happened to practically every other Amer- 
ican city in the last fifteen years. But 
around most cities the landscape is indif- 
ferent. It has received suburbia with little 
complaint. As the developers have moved 
in the farmers have happily pocketed their 
boodle and moved on. In the Blue Grass 
it is different. Every acre surrendered to 
the bulldozer has meant an acre of serene- 
ly beautiful and fertile land lost. And the 
farmers. at least on the horse farms. have 
no comparable place to go. The dismaying 
thing about Lexington’s sprawl. as con- 
trasted with other cities’. is what is being 
destroyed. not what is being created. 

So far the horse farms have come 
through Lexington’s explosion relatively 
unscathed. A motel has gouged out the 
landscape here. a small subdivision has 
crowded out the And a 
couple of years ago Gainesway. a famous 
old trotting horse farm, fell victim to the 
subdividers. These developments may 
be omens of the future. but they are all 
so small. compared to the disaster that 
could) befall the horse farms, that they 
can be written off as inconsequential.

The future presents a different and. | 
think. blacker picture. Most of the horse 
farms in Fayette are located in an are 
north of Lexington extending from the 
Versailles Road (which runs west) around 
to the Bryan Station Road (which runs 
off to the northeast). In this are are 
Calumet. King Ranch. Maine Chance. 
Spendthrift. and two or three dozen other 
farms. Extensive development on the north 
side of town will sentence a number of 
these farms to the subdivider. yet develop- 
ment to the north is precisely what may 


be expected. . . . The warning signs are 
out, and no one interested in preserving 
the horse farms can afford to ignore them. 
direc- 
Lexington has spread south and 
north in the last ten years. Housing has 
moved south and industry has moved in 
the other direction. To put such a great 
distance between homes and job is pe- 
culiar, and ominous. Workers have to 
spend up to two hours a day going to 
work and back. and. caught in between. 
the central city chokes on the traffic. 


Rather than fanning out in all 
tions, 


The growth of industry on the north 
side of Lexington is only one sign that 
the future development of the city lies 
to the north. There are others. Three ob- 
vious ones are the new interstate roads. 
the topography of the land. and the sew- 
age situation. Under the new Federal high- 
way ‘program Lexington will be at the 
crossroads of Interstate 64 and Interstate 
75. Published plans call for these limited 
crossroads to run north of Lexington right 
through the middle of the horse country. 
On these roads there will be no develop- 
ments, but the interchanges. where people 
get on and off the roads. will be the 
strongest magnets imaginable. Around 
them is likely to mushroom clusters of 
motels, restaurants. filling stations. dairy- 
freezes. billboards. ete. Everyone will want 
to hawk his wares in a first chance. or 
last. chance. atmosphere. The highway 
planners expect these interchanges will be 
great magnets for industry subdivi- 
sions as well. How many_ interchanges 
there will ultimately be is not known at 
present. but three are now planned for 
the north side. 

The land north of Lexington is gently 
rolling farmland. cleared of trees. For the 
subdivider interested in middle-income 
housing it is perfect. No forests to clear. 
no land to level. no space wasted because 
of the irregular and difficult terrain. The 
land to the east and west of Lexington— 
rougher terrain—would make for more 
interesting home sites. but they would be 
more expensive. The land to the south is 
like that to the north, but one must. nat- 
urally wonder how such farther away from 
jobs people will allow themselves to be 
pushed in that direction. Since the hous- 
ing market in Lexington is in the great 
middle class. toward the horse farm is the 
natural avenue of expansion. Industry and 
expressways will push it that way. and 
the peaceful land will easily receive. it. 

The final thing that foretells northward 
growth is the drainage problem on_ the 
east and west sides of Lexington, Dis-

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topographical drainage basins. Outside of 
the central town-branch drainage basin 
there are three basins on the south side 
and two on the north (Cane Run and 
North Elkhorn Creek) that sanitary en- 
gineers consider especially suitable for 
sewage. (This may come as something of 
a shock to those who believe North Elk- 
horn water makes the greatest race horse 
in the world.) Hence. for sanitary reasons 
it is the Lexington planning commission’s 
policy to steer development north and 
south of the city. 

Most will grant that the horse farms in 
the northern are are in danger. Just how 
much nobody knows. To a large extent it 
depends upon how fast and how great 
Lexington grows and spreads. which is a 
matter of prediction. and predictions are 
risky business. Few would have predicted 
ten years ago that Lexington would be 
the boom town it is today. The predictions 
of Lexington’s city planners are startling. 
but they are based on a great deal of 
experience in city development and are as 
reliable as any. They offer cold comfort 
for the lovers of the horse farms. 

The 1958 report of Ladislas Segoe and 
Associates. in a study for the Lexington 
planning commission, predicted that in 25 
years 200.000 people would live in’ the 
Lexington urban area. The present popu- 
lation is around 115.000. This means the 
population may almost double. perhaps 
not too surprising considering that popu- 


lation increased 40 per cent between 1950 
and 1958. The really startling thing is the 
amount of land required to house that 
many people. It will require 35.600 acres 
or 55.6 square miles—three times the 
present size (12.000 acres) of the Lex- 
ington urban area. The reason why it 
takes three times as much land to house 
less than twice the population lies in the 
modern sprawl type of development To 
house only 150.000 people. which even the 
most pessimistic concede Lexington will 
have by 1985. requires twice the present 
land area of urban Lexington. So we are 
safe in saying between 12.000 and 24.000 
acres of land will be developed in the next 
25 years. And it will not all be land con- 
tiguous to the urban area. A tot of it will 
be. like Gainesway. isolaced tracts in the 
middle of a farm area (which of course 
has a serious effect on the usefulness of 
the surrounding land jor agriculture). 
Any way you look at it. whether the city 
continues to boom or levels off. the pres- 
sure for land. and horse farm land. will 
be great. 

What can be done to save the farms? 
There are several approaches that merit 
looking in to. including action by the 
local) planning commission. the farmers 
and the legislature. 


Planning Commission Action 


The first thing the Lexington-Fayette 


County planning commission can do is 
to take official notice of the value of the 
horse farms and adopt as part of its mas- 
ter plan a policy of keeping urban devel- 
opment away from them. 


The technical details of carrying out 
such a policy cannot be gone into here. 
but they could include prohibiting jump- 
over developments which causes greater 
sprawl than building adjacent to the 
urban fringe: strict. zoning around the 
interstate highway interchanges to pre- 
vent wide mushrooming of development: 
selling subdividers on the interesting ter- 
rain east of Lexington: using modern 
sewage technology to further their plans 
rather than making their plans to fit the 
sewage. (Chicago reversed the direction 
of the Chicago River to prevent sewage 
from flowing into Lake Michigan and 
polluting its beaches. ) 


It can shift the baiance of industrial 
location by steering industry south into 
another industrial park near the new Rey- 
nolds Tobacco plant. Even better would 
be to demolish a large and incredibly 
filthy slum area close in, known locally 
as Irishtown and Davis Bottom. and con- 
vert it to modern industrial use. Under 
the Federal urban-renewal program. the 
Federal government would absorb  two- 
thirds of the cost of such a project. As 
improved industrial land it would return 
to the city treasury in taxes far more

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money than it now does. and it would rid 
the city of one of its worst slums. The 
more land available for industry in town, 
the less the incentive to sprawl on the 
fringes. Preservation of the countryside 
and rehabilitation of the downtown are 
intimately related. Center rot causes 
fringe sprawl. and vice verse. For many 
of the city’s problems slum clearance for 
industry is far and away the best and 
cheapest solution in the long run... . 


Legislative Special District 


One method that has worked in Cali- 
fornia to save fertile agricultural land 
from development is the creation of a 
special agricultural zone by the state legis- 
lature. It was devised to meet much the 
same sort of a problem as is facing the 
horse farms. and shows what farmers can 
do when aroused. 

Located some 30 miles south of San 
Francisco is the Santa Clara Valley. one 
of the richest farm areas in the nation. 
After the war the valley found itself 
caught between two spreading cities, San 
Francisco on one side and San Jose on 
the other. The flat land was perfect for 
the developers. and they came offering 
dazzling prices to the farmers. A number 
of farmers sold out. and subdividers crept 
in. 

It was not long. however. before the 
farmers realized what was happening. 
Their taxes were going up to pay for 
schools. roads. and other urban necessities 
they didn’t need. Though they were offer- 
ed fat prices for their land. if they wanted 
to stay in farming they had to pay it out 
again for another farm. With the suburb- 
anites came all the excrescences of sub- 
urban living—drive-in movies. drive-in 
boozeries. drive-in) beds. And the new 
neighbors complained of the farm odors 
and the farm noises and the tractors 
crawling down the highways. 

It was not what the farmers expected 
or wanted. Even though farmers are noted 
for being individualists. they banded to 
gether in this case. Through the local 
Farm Bureau they went to the legislature 
and got passed a_ bill setting aside a 
special district for agriculture. on which 
developers were forbidden to come. Fur- 
thermore, the cities were denied the power 
to annex it. So the Santa Clara farmers 
now control themselves. If. day. 
they want to sell. they can go to the legis- 
lature and get the district abolished, bu’ 
in the meantime they can farm in peace. 


Tax Incentives 


When suburbia moves out among the 
farms. the tax assessor is not far behind 
The assessed value of the farms goes up 
and usually the millage rate goes up too 
Tax money is required to educate all the 
children the suburbanites bring with them 
and to provide all the city services.

It might be that the farmer could {ve 
persuaded to keep his land in agriculture 
if his taxes were cut. In exchange for low 
taxes now. he could be assessed a devel- 
opment charge when he sells the land for 
development. That is when he makes his 
profit. The charge would recoup. partially 
or wholly. the taxes he hasn't been paying.

There is another way farmers can vet 
tax relief. One of the primary reasons 
farmers in Fayette County pay high taxes 
is that the county has to provide so many 
city services. The city of Lexington is 
surrounded by a necklace of unincorpor- 
ated suburbs: about half the people in 
the Lexington urban area live outside the 
city. The county has to provide them with 
schools. fire and police protection. and 
recreational services—all essentially city 
If Lexington annexed these 
areas. the county budget could be cut over 
$150.000 a year... . In the long run the 
farmers can be protected from taxes for 
suburban by a_ statutory 
change making it easier for the city to 
annex its suburbs. while at the same time 
preventing them from annexing undevel- 
oped farmland.

And a develop- 
ment charge. like a capital gains tax. 
would cut down the farmer's profit on 
sale. but if the price were fancy enough 
it would not stop him. The only way I can 
see to preserve the farms for certain is to 
purchase the farmer's development rights. 

This is not a novel idea. It is widely 
used in England. and in’ this country 
around airports. It is simply a variation of 


the horse farms 
local planning 
pressure. could 


an old common law device. the easement. 
What happens is that the state buys from 
the farmer his rights to develop the land. 
He continues to farm it, to use it. or sell 
it for agricultural purposes. to treat the 
property as his own for every purpose but 
one. He can't build subdivision houses or 
stores on his land. He cannot develop. it 
as urban property. 

The great virtue of this plan is its fair- 
ness. It keeps the land in agriculture for 
the benefit for all. at the expense of all. 
It works this way. Say the farmer’s land 
is worth $1.000 an acre for agricultural 
purposes. He sells his development rights 
for $100 an acre for agricultural purposes. 
If he has a 100 acre farm, that is $10.000 
cash on the barrel. If the land value for 
development does go up. the farm owner 
cant complain if subdividers are forbid-

This plan has some bugs that would 
have to be worked out. and it has—at first 
sight—one great fault. It costs money. The 
state would have to pay for these ries.

How much_ state 
would have to pay could only be guessed 
at. In California the Navy hes purchased 
development rights around its airports for 
$15 an acre. but in the Bluegrass they 
would probably be somewhat dearer. 

It is possible. however. that 
the rights would voluntarily be given up 
by some horse farmers interested in keep- 
ing the bloodstock industry in Lexington. 
Naturally. they would have to have assur- 
ances that others would give up_ their 
rights also. so that all the farms in a cer- 
tain area would be protected. Which leads 
us to what may be the most promising 
approach of all. a horse farmer's associa- 
tion owning the development rights.
